Members of the Elk Grove Township 


Dbt. S3 Board of Education aro remain- 
ing silent, but arc still "cnnfldcnt" of set- 
I ling n district dispute centering around 
Supt. J.micj Ervill. 


The board lias been meeting In closed 


sessions since June, trying to figure out 
o way to settle the controversy which 
dared Into public view last March when 
district principals sent the controversial 
superintendent n letter citing five main 
grievances over personal and educational 
Issues. 


The board set Aug. IS as a deadline for 


revolving tlis problem. Now, Kith the 


deadline only days away, the board has 
increased the frequency of Its closed ses- 
sions to discuss "District 59 personnel." 


STICKING TO AN earlier agreement, 


board members arc refusing to say what 
has transpired at the closed sessions or If 
they have reached a solution for settling 
the dispute. 


Board members during the past week, 


however, have displayed an Increasing 
amount of confidence when asked by The 
Herald about the status of I ho principals- 
Erviti controversy, hinting that "resolu- 
tion is near at hand." 


It's not known what course of action 


the board has decided to take In the dis- 
pute of three major paths open. The 


Lutheran General 
seeks to purchase 
Oakton School

Officials from Lutheran General Ho<pl- 


lal apparently have joined the bidders 
seeking to purchase the Oakton School 
property at 2100 Oaklon St., Park Ridge. 


The hospital Is the fourth party which 


has expressed Interest in obtaining the 
SVj-ncre parcel being sold by Park Rldga 
School Dist. W. 


School officials previously received 


purchase proposals from a developer, 
Maino Township and the Park Ridge 
Park District. The park district's plans 
died in June when voters defeated a ref- 
erendum to authorize the sale of bonds to 
purchase the land. 


A SPOKESMAN for the school district 


said action on the Lutheran General pro- 
posal may bo considered at tonight's 
board meeting. 


Hospital officials reportedly have of- 


fered $7SO,000 for the property and plan 
to use it as a family education center. 


Plans to sell the school building and 


lantt have been bouncing back and forth 
since early this year. Initial plans to sell 
the land to n commercial developer have 


been stymied because Park Ridge city 
officials havo balked at granting zoning 
for a high-density, multiple-family hous- 
ing development on the land. 


The school district has proposed that 


the city allow construction of 00 units per 
acre on the property, but the city so far 
will allow only a maximum of 18 units 
per acre. 


PARK RIDGE officials have scheduled 


a zoning board hearing on the hospital 
proposal for 0 p.m. Friday. A school dis- 
trict spokesman said they probably 
would meet with city officials and hospi- 
tal rcprcscntalvcs before the zoning 
board hearing. 


Maine Township officials have said 


they would be willing to increase their 
offer for the land. They have offered as 
high as $229,000 for the school building 
alone. 


A Skoklc developer has offered the 


school district at least $600,000 for the 
land. 


School district officials have said they 


arc Interested in returning the property 
to the tax rolls so It would produce reve- 
nue for the community. 


board can give Erviti a vote of con- 
fidence and decide to back him fully, 
negotiate harmony between the princi- 
pals and Erviti or — find a way to termi- 
nate Ervltl's four-year association with 
the school district. 


The latter, although the solution called 


for by Ervlti's critics, would involve 
"negotiating" the remaining two years of 
Erviti's three-year contract which runs 
through July of 1976. 


THE NEED FOR negotiation Is due to 


the fact that board members do not want 
to "pay off" the remaining years of the 
contract, wliich would cost the district 
more than $100,000. 


Erviti's present contract calls for a 


salary of almost $36,000 per year, in ad- 
dition to a host of benefits such as life 
and health Insurance and a car. A provi- 
sion in the contract also calls for a type 
of bonus, if and when Erviti docs leave 
the district. 


The contract says Erviti will receive 


one month's pay for every year he has 
been with the district at the time he 
leaves. With his four years of service, 
based on his current rate of pay of al- 
most $3,000 per month, that would mean 
on added $12,000. 


Some board members have hinted that 


the Aug. 15 deadline may be bent some- 
what, to Aug. 19 which Is the next regu- 
lar meeting of the board scheduled for 
Friendship Junior High School In DCS 
Plalncs. The announcement of the results 
of the many closed board sessions may 
come at that time.

Donald Rumsfeld" a? ihe White House 


Our former congressman now returns 


lo join his old friend, Gerald Ford

Donald Rumsfeld, for seven years the Congressman who 


represented the Northwest suburbs in Washington, has now 
rejoined his old friend and congressional compatriot, Gerald 
R. Ford. 


By Friday morning, the day Ford was inaugurated as 38th 


President of the United States, Rumsfeld was on an airplane 
from his headquarters in Brussels, Btlgium where he is Am- 
bassador to NATO, to the White House. By Saturday, Rums- 
feld was named as the head of President Ford's four-man 
transition council which will oversee the change to the new 
administration. 


The naming of Rumsfeld to the high post signaled imme- 


diate speculation that the former congressman will hold an 
influential post In the Ford administration. 


TO THOSE WHO know him here In what used to be his 


home district, Rumsfeld's ascension seems logical for a man 
who swept (he suburbs in his bid for Congress and then 
moved on to the White House as part of perhaps a dozen 
former Illinois office holders and administrqtors who will re- 
tain closo ties in the Capital. 


But at this moment, certainly the most important tie that 


binds Rumsfeld to the White House is his long and friendly 
association with President Ford. 
< 


The Rumsfeld-Ford tics extend far back to the political 


histories of both men. Rumsfeld was credited in 1965 with 
engineering the ouster of Rep. Charles A. Hallcck, R-Ind., as 
House minority leader. With the help of some colleagues, 
Rumsfeld assured Ford the coveted spot. 


"There was powerful opposition to my efforts from many 


quarters," Rumsfeld said at the time, "but I won't sit on my 
hands. We needed a change." 


FOItD, THEN SOIDLY entrenched eight - term member of 


Congress, appeared at a fund-raising dinner in Evanston on 
behalf of Rumsfeld In 1984 and the two conferred frequently 
in Washington. 


The favor was returned in 19G9 when Ford named Rumsfeld 


to the House Republican Policy Committee, a position Rums- 
feld had publicly sought. The committee has the responsi- 
bility for advising all Republican members on legislation be- 
fore the House. 


The bonds between the two men indicate that Rumsfeld 


may be back with a cabinet position. Tom Houser, influential 
Illinois Republican and former Wheeling Twp. - GOP Com- 
mitteeman, asked about Rumsfeld's chances for such a posi- 
tion, said, "They're excellent." He added that Ford is not 
expected to make any dramatic changes for awhile, but when 
he does, "Rumsfeld is nt or near the top of the list." 


"He went out on a limb (in 1965) for Ford when Ford was 


selected minority leader, and Rumsfeld offended many con- 
gressmen in the House. I know Ford was grateful. They have 
a very fine relationship, and with his experience domestically 
and foreign, he has to be very qualified." 


ANOTHER CLOSE friend, State Sen. Bradley Glass, 


R-Northficld, told the Herald he thinks Rumsfeld has an ex- 
cellent chance for a major appointment. Glass sold Rums- 
feld's NATO experience has served to broaden him in foreign 
relations. "I think there is a good chance he'll be considered 
by Ford for some post," Glass said. 


Rumsfeld's political career was a success story from the 


first office he sought in 1302, as congressman. He was reflec- 
ted three times before being summoned personally by Nixon 
for various jobs. He was one of Nixon's floor managers dur- 
ing the 19G8 Republican National Convention in Miami, and 
was chosen as what Nixon called a "surrogate" candidate to 
speak on his behalf before the election. 


In May, 1969, he was sworn in as head of the Office of 


Economic Opportunity and assumed the rank of a cabinet 
member, appearing in several personal appearances with 
Nixon, including one speech at Prospect High School in Octo- 
ber, 1970. 


AS CHIEF OF OEO. Rumsfeld's name appeared almost 


daily In the newspapers. He announced that his job would be

Mikva campaign 


Mora than 1,000 volunteer supporters of congressional can- 


didate Abncr J. Mlkva will hit the streets with U. S. Sen. 
William Proxmlro, D-Wis., to deliver a campaign newsletter 
to moro than 150,000 homes In tho 10th District Aug. 24. 


Mlkva supporters arc labeling tho move tho most massive 


grassroots effort ever undertaken In a congressional race. 


Jack Marco, Mlkvn's campaign manager, said Proxmire 


and an estimated 1,000 to 1,500 volunteers will attempt to 
blanket the district's 533 precincts with a tabloid newsletter 
explaining Mlkva's views on tho economy, ethics, education, 
crime and tho environment. 


In part, tho move Is seen as a counter to U. S. Rep. Samuel 


11. Young's uso of his free mailing privileges. 


"Our opponent has deluged the district with eight district 


wide mailings since ho has announced his candidacy," Marco 
sold. 


"Ho can afford that because he Is an Incumbent with post- 


age-free franking privilege," ho added. 


"Wo don't havo.tho money to match that. But wo have 


something better — thousands of people willing to pound the 
pavement to make sure voters have access to the records and 
views of both candidates," Marco explained. 


Mlkva has been critical of Young's use of the franking 


privilege and has filed a complaint with a U. S. House com- 
mission which sets standards for congressional mailings. 


Young has denied any misuse of tho franking and stated 


that he has had prior approval from tho commission for all of 
his mailings. 


Following the door-to-door delivery effort, Mlkva's suppor- 


ters will hold a rally with Proxmire in the Llnne Woods In 
Morton Grove.

The theory of a veto-proof Congress advanced recently by 


top Republican leaders tends to defy political realities, said 
Mlkva. 


Mlkvn said the theory that a Democratic landslide In No- 


vember would create a legislative dictatorship Is not political- 
ly realistic. 


His comments came In response to a statement made by 


President Gerald Ford several weeks ago In Chicago. Mlkva's 
statement was released before Ford was named to replace 
Richard Nixon as President. 


Mlkvn noted that oven If tho Democratic party obtained a 


two-thirds majority In the House and Senate after the Novem- 
ber election there would bo no guarantee both houses would 
ovcrido presidential vctos because congressmen do not al- 
ways, vote along straight parly lines. 


Ho noted that In tho last so-called veto-proof Congress 'fol- 


lowing tho 1058 elections, only two of « bills vetoed by Presi- 
dent Dwlght D. Elsenhower were ovcrlddcn. 


"Tho reality of politics Is that presidents get varying sup- 


port from both parties, depending on the Issue, not whether It 
happens to be a veto," ho noted. 


"I am confident that when voters go to tho polls in Novem- 


bcr. they will not be distracted by phony ploys like a veto- 
proof Congress," ho added.

A motion for the reduction In sentence 


will bo argued before U.S. District Court 
Judgo Bernard Decker Spot. 9. Assistant 
U. S. Ally. Howard Stone said the gov- 
ernment has not yet decided whether to 
oppose I ho request for a sentence reduc- 
tion. 
Stone said, however, that Valenza will 
begin serving his sentence Aug. 24 as 
scheduled since the motion for reduction 
will not affect tho start of his prison 
term. Officials of tho Federal Bureau of 
Prisons said Friday that no decision has 
been made on where Valenza will be im- 
prisoned. 


THE MOTION FOR reduced sentence 


was filed Aug. 6 before Judge William

Library headquarters won't 
relieve post office traffic 


Traffic problems at the Wheeling Post 


Office on Dundee Road will not be re- 
lieved by tho construction of the North 
Suburban Library System's new head- 
quarters next door. 


Originally, tho village had hoped that 


the library system would Install a drive- 
way just cast of tho post office, providing 
a second passage to parking in the rear 
of the building. 


Representatives of tho library system, 


however, said they have rejected the 
Idea been use of setback problems associ- 


ated with the post office and archi- 
tectural difficulties. In addition, attorney 
John Jorgcnsmcyer said a shored drive- 
way might lead to liability problems. 


THE VILLAGE has been holding up 


building permits for tho new library sys- 
tem's headquarters since early May be- 
cause plans called for a driveway on tho 
eastern edge of the property. 


Jorgcnsmcyer said that as a result of 


the delays, the contractor awarded the 
project now wants to void his contract 
for the $703,000 construction project. 


Developer plans to build 
part of subdivision road 


A proposed north-south road running 


from tho Moadowbrook West subdivision 
to Wolf Road just north of Palatine Road 
Is one step closer to becoming a reality. 


Clarence W. Marquardt told the Wheel- 


Ing Plan Commission Thursday that he 
plans to develop 76 acres on Wolf Road, 
and will Install the continuation of 
Chaddlck Drive, n part of which Is under 
construction. 


Currently only a portion of the road Is

MAItQl/AltDT SAID he Is very inter- 


ested In extending Chaddick Drive, since 
he may soon bo developing his property. 
He proposed connecting the road with n 
U-shaped street which would exit onto 


Wolf Road midway between Hlntz and 
Palatine roads. 


The plan commission called for the 


north-south roadway last fall in an up- 
date of the official village map.

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Donald Rumsfeld at the White House 


New Don Rumsfeld 


Our former congressman now returns 


to join his old friend, Gerald Ford 


by STEVE FORSYTH 


Donald Rumsfeld, for seven years the Congressman who 


represented the Northwest suburbs in Washington, has now 
rejoined his old friend and congressional compatriot, Gerald 
R. Ford. 


By Friday morning, the day Ford was inaugurated as 38th 


President of the United States, Rumsfeld was on an airplane 
from/his headquarters in Brussels, Belgium where he is Am- 
bassador to NATO, to the White House. By Saturday, Rums- 
feld was named as the head of President Ford's four-man 
transition council which will oversee the1 change to the new 
administration. 


The naming of Rumsfeld to the high post signaled imme- 


diate speculation that the former congressman will hold an 
influential post in tltc Ford administration. 


TO THOSE WHO know him here in what used to be his 


home district, Rumsfeld's ascension seems logical for a man 
who swept the suburbs in his bid for Congress and then 
moved on to the White House as part of perhaps a dozen 
former Illinois office holders and administrators who will re- 
tain close tics in the Capital. 


But at this moment, certainly the most important tic that 


binds Rumsfeld.to the White House is his long and friendly 
association with President Ford. 


The Rumsfeld-Ford tics extend far back to the political 


histories of both men. Rumsfeld was credited in I9G3 with 
engineering the ouster of Rep. Charles A. Halleck, R-Ind., as 
House minority leader. With the help of some colleagues, 
Rumsfeld assured Ford the coveted spot. 


"There was powerful opposition to my efforts from'many 


quarters," Rumsfeld said at the time, "but I won't sit on my 
hands. We needed a change." 


FOHD, THEN SOIDLY entrenched eight - term member of 


Congress, appeared at a fund-raising dinner in Evanston on 
behalf of Rumsfeld in 1964 and the two conferred frequently 
in Washington. 


The favor was returned In 1369 when Ford named Rumsfeld 


to the House Republican Policy Committee, a position Rums^ 
felcl had publicly sought. The committee has the responsi- 
bility for advising all Republican members on legislation bet- 
fore the House. 


The bonds between the two men indicate that 'Rumsfeld 


' may be back with a cabinet position. Tom Houscr, influential 


Illinois Republican and former Wheeling Twp. - GOP Com- 
miltecman, asked about Rumsfeld's chances for such a posi- 
tion, said, "They're excellent." He added that Ford is not 
expected to make any dramatic changes for awhile, but when 
he does, "Rumsfeld is at or near the top of the list." 


"He went out on a limb (in 1965) for Ford when Ford was 


selected minority leader, and Rumsfeld offended many con-, 
gressmen in the House. I know Ford was grateful. They have 
a very fine relationship, and with his experience domestically 
and foreign, he lias to be very qualified." 


ANOTHER CLOSE friend, State Sen. Bradley Glass, 


R-Northflcld, told the Herald he thinks Rumsfeld has an ex- 
cellent chance for a major appointment. Glass said Rums-' 
feld's NATO experience has served to broaden him In foreign 
relations. "I think there is a good chance he'll be. considered 
by Ford for some post," Glass said. 
' . .' . 


Rumsfeld's political career was a success story from the 


first office he sought In 1962, as congressman.'He-was reelec- 
ted three times before being summoned personally, by Nixon 
for various jobs. He was one of Nixon's floor managers dur- 
ing the 1968 Republican National Convention in Miami, and 
was chosen as what Nixon called a "surrogate" candidate to 
speak on his behalf before the election. 


In May, 1969. he was sworn in as head of the Office of 


Economic Opportunity ana" assumed the rank of a cabinet 
member, appearing in several personal appearances with 
Nixon, including one speech at Prospect High School in Octo- 
ber, 1970. 


AS CHIEF OF OEO, Rumsfeld's name appeared almost 


daily in the newspapers. He announced that his Job would be

Doesn't anyone hero understand tills 


game? 


Thousands upon thousands of Illinois 


lottery tickotholdors remain perplexed 
over the new state-run game and people 
manning sales outlets nro being bomb- 
arded with questions about whether they 
have qualified for prizes. 


A typical scene at some of the 10,000 


sales centers goes something like tills: 


"What's this? It says here any five 


numbers wins $3,000. I have two. Docs 
that moan I win? What do you mean, 
no? What do you mean, any means 
matching all five numbers? 


Any means any, doesn't it? And all 


means all. This says any. I should win, 
shouldn't I? No? This Is another Water- 
gate!" 


THE MUTTERINGS became common 


as-the results of Thursday's initial draw- 
Ing at the Illinois Stale Fair in Spring- 
field were transmitted throughout the 
state by telephone to ticket salesmen to 
disperse to the public. 


Persons possessing SO-cent tickets 


gathered around to inspect the numbers 
after they were posted. The conversa- 
tions got more confusing as each prson 
took a shot at explaining the game and 
Its rules for the last, conclusive time. 


Of the 7 million-plus tickets sold for 


last week's drawing (a record first week 
participation of any state with a lottery) 
about 35,000 people won prizes of from 
$20 to $5,000 with another 40 earning a 
trip to Springfield this Thursday at 10:30 
a.m. for a special $300,000 drawing. Some 
40 players also qualified for a millionaire 
drawing to be held during the next four 
or five weeks, depending on the number 
of tickets sold. 


THERE HAVE BEEN no reports of 


any Northwest suburban residents quali- 
fying so far for cither of the two super 
drawings but a number of persons have 
cashed in $20 tickets at area outlets. 


Bob Kchoe, a 15-year-old student at 


Elk Grove High School, possessed a $100 
Weekly Lotto winning ticket that his 
mother purchased for him for the first 
contest. Anyone under 18 is ineligible to 
purchase tickets, though they can re- 
ceive them as gifts or have someone else 
buy them.

Ford's office one every half hour during 
the afternoon. They incltidcd Senate 
Leader Hugh Scott and Assistant House 
Leader Leslie Arcnds of Illinois.. 


Earlier, the President conferred with 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Alexander M. Haig, who was Rich- 
ard M. Nixon's chief of staff. Haig Is 
helping with the transition in adminis- 
trations. 


On the second full day of his presiden- 


cy, Ford maintained the same relaxed, 
open style that has come to mark his 
assumption of power. He responded 
warmly to greetings from neighbors as 
he left his Alexandria, Va., home for 
church Sunday morning. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Scott predicted Sun- 
day that Ford will lead the GOP ticket In 
1976 "whether he likes It or not" because 
of pressure from his party. 


Scott said the person Ford picks as 


vico president will probably occupy the 
No. 2 position on the 1078 Republican 
slate. 


The Senate Republican leader ex- 


pressed support for Rockefeller as a vice 
presidential possibility and also said one 
woman — Anne L. Armstrong, counsellor 
to former President Nixon — might be a 
candidate for the job. 


Scott said GOP election chances ore 


now much better with Nixon out of office 
ami observed: "The sun Is over the 
mountains and reaching into the val- 
leys." 


Legal machinery still 
turns,, Congress waits

While former President Richard Nixon 


met with close friends and financial advi- 
sors Bcbc Rcbozo and Robert Abplanalp 
in San Clcmcnte, those still in scats of 
power In Washington were trying to de- 
cide what more to do with him. 


Although the Chairman of the House 


Judiciary Committee, Rep. Peter Ro- 
dino, has flatly ruled out the possibility 
of a formal impeachment and trial of 
Nixon, Rodlno is still carefully assem- 
bling material to be passed on to the 
House and to historians. The New Jersey 
Representative who hinself voted In fa- 
vor of the Impeachment of Richard Nix- 
on when his committee voted, said Sun- 
day it is important that all the evidence 
against NLxon be prepared as If impeach- 
ment were still a reality. 


In the Senate, the same tone seems to 


apply. The mood among the nation's sen- 
ators is that Nixon has been prosecuted 
enough and that removal from office Is 
disgrace enough. But at tho same time, 
there seems to be little enthusiasm for 
outright immunity. 


Sen. Edward Brooke of Massachusettcs 


is drafting a formal "sense of Congress" 
resolution calling for no further prose- 
cution of the former president, but little 
hope is given the mailer. Most senators 
on both sides of the aisle arc saying re- 
moval from office is enough, but let's not 
grant formal Immunity. 


Yet the pace of events which caused 


the resignation of a U. S. President are 
not quickly halted. Federal Judge John 
J. Sirica, whom many believe was the 
keystone of Watergate, continues to listen 
to tapes provided him by the historic Su- 
preme Court decision Of last month. Si- 
rica has the arduous task of listening .to 
the tape recordings and then passing on 
to Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworskl 
those portions which ore relevant to tho 
Watergate Investigation. 


Of the 64 tapes ordered turned over to 


Sirica, 55 nerc delivered to his office, 
nine were reported lost by tho White 
House. Sirica still worked at Ills task 
over the weekend, sitting In a wlndowless 
jury room near his chambers with only a 
call clerk present.

Greek tanks rumbled through the 


streets of Athens Sunday toward the. port 
of Piraeus, raising speculation they may 
be shipped to Cyprus in case fighting 
breaks out again on the island about 500 
miles away.

through the almost stalled peace talks in 
Geneva, Greece announced that Turkish 
prisoners on Cyprus will be released 
starting today. 


In Geneva, the peace talks which re- 


sumed Thursday were proceeding only 
fitfully, with Greece and Turkey threat- 
ening to talk out. Turkish Foreign Min- 
ister Turan Gunes stayed away from the 
Sunday morning session to await instruc- 
tions from Ankara after a cabinet meet- 
ing there, and he also caused a three- 
hour delay In the evening session. The 
delay came while Gunes conferred with 
British Foreign Secretary James Callag- 
han, who was trying to keep the confer- 
ence going.

Fateful submarine captain returns

A Japanese merchant ship captain un- 


der arrest for negligence in a sea acci- 
dent was Identified as the man who com- 
manded the submarine during World 
War II which sank the cruiser USS In- 
dianapolis with the loss or880 lives. 


Mochisukl llaslmoto, now C4, is facing 


prosecution as a result of a collision in 
Japan's Inland Sea In which 24 Korean 
sailors were drowned July 28. 


But 29 years ago, Hasimoto-was the 


skipper of tho Japanese submarine 1-58 


which found and sunk the Indianapolis 
just two weeks Mure the end of tho war. 


One of tho heaviest naval loses of the 


war, the sinking of the Indianapolis was 
controversial even after war's end when 
Its captain was court marshaled and con- 
victed of failing to zig-zag his ship as a 
precaution against submarine attack. 


In an episode that is still talked about 


In the Navy, Hnslmoto was flown to 
Washington to testify during the court 
marshal of Capt. C. B. McVay. It was on 
the basis of the testimony of the subma- 


rine captain who attacked his ship that 
McVay was convicted. 


The Indianapolis was sighted by then 


Lt. Hasimoto on a moonlight night while 
near the Philippines. The cruiser had 
just delivered crucial parts to the first 
atomic bomb which would burst over Jap- 
anese cities two weeks later, but on this 
night, Hasimoto bracketed the ship with 
six torpcdos and sunk it. The great 
cruiser's hurried calls for help were lost 
in a Navy communications foul-up, de- 
laying tho arrival of rescue ships and 


planes. 


By the time Hasimoto and his subma- 


rine returned to Japan, the war was 
over. 


After the war, Hasimoto drifted through 


several jobs. He was employed as a 
freighter master six years ago and had 
completed a long voyage when he was 
called back for another merchant run to 
Los Angeles last month. While sailing the 
'Inland Sea with a cargo of automobiles, 
Hasimoto's ship collided with a Korean, 
vessel and its crewmen drowned.

FOIID'S ANNOUNCED open attitude toward national gov- 


ernment is compatible with Rumsfeld's record. Ho was In- 
strumental In passage of the Freedom of Information bill, and 
ho used every effort to force Congressional and election re- 
forms. He also called for study and evaluation of the execu- 
tive branch of government — an almost Ironic position today.

members of Congress, Rumsfeld was on the Joint Economic 
committee, House Committee on Government Operations (in- 
vestigative), House Committee on Science and Astronautics 
and House Subcommittee on Foreign Operations, to name his 
major assignments.

Though Nixon out of office, 
his portrait stays for now

Richard Nixon was gone, but his por- 


trait remained. 


Federal offices and tho bureaucracy 


wcro not fully prepared last Friday when 
Nixon resigned. Tho offices traditionally 
are hung with tho official presidential 
portrait; however Nixon's sudden resig- 
nation and fall from graco left them 
without a picture of Gerald Ford, tho 
new President. 


Some federal offices, including the Ar- 


lington Heights Post Office, removed 
Nixon's portrait. The walls would be 
bare until tho new portraits arrived, 
they thought. 


Within hours, though, tho General Ser- 


vices Administration (GSA) hod reached 
a decision. Tho pictures, as with the 
man, would remain President until the 
now ones came. There would be no break 
In continuity. 


"WE DIDN'T GET any orders or any- 


thing like that. Wo just decided to re- 
move it about noon," said Juhn Buttz, 
acting post master of Arlington Heights. 


There had been no rush to remove Nix- 


on from tho walls as soon as ho was no 
longer President. In fact, more than one 
hour passed before tho wall was bare. 


Expressing sympathy for tho ex-Presi- 


dent, Butti said that the portrait was re- 
moved because tho man was no longer 
President. 


"We'll put It back up," Buttz said after 


ho received instructions from GSA. "I 
guess it'll hang there until the new ones 
arrive. I'd say they should be hero early 
In tho week." 


A GSA spokesman Mid there initially 


Some 
pictures stayed; others wcro coming 
down Friday.

name. But he has done an out- 
standing Job of mounting a serious 
and effective campaign against the 
worst of odds. 


With tho millstone of Watergate 


taken from his neck, ho seems sure 
to make an authentic contest out of 
the senatorial race. With a credible 
showing against Stevenson, and tho 
accompanying benefits which he will 
provide Republican candidates below 
him on tho ballot, Burditt will earn a 
large debt of gratitude from tho Illi- 
nois GOP. 


Equally benefited by tho end of 


the Watergate affair are U. S. repre- 
sentatives Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 
and Samuel II. Young, R-10th. 


Young, though the incumbent, has 


considered himself, probably cor- 
rectly at the start, the underdog In 
Ills rematch with former congress- 
man Abner J. Mlkva 'in the North 
Shore district which includes much 
of Rumsfeld's former 13th District. 


But without Watergate, Young now 


will have tho full advantage of his 
incumbency and will bo able to talk 
about his ideas and his record, rath- 
er than trying to walk tho wobbly 
tightrope between his loyalty to Rich- 
ard Nixon and his dismay over the 
national scandal. 


The Mikva-Young race remains a 


toss-up, but the advantage has gone 
over to Young. 


Crane, whose 75 per cent vote mar- 
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gin in 1072 made his district among 
tlic "safest" in tho nation, now must 
once again be considered a shoo-in. 


A recent poll by his Democratic op- 


ponent, Botty Spcnco of Buffalo 
Grove, showed Watergate to bo tho 
chief issue on the people's mind. 
That issue is no longer of value to 
her. 


She is left with inflation, which has 


been her prime campaign theme, as 
the chief issue. 


But given Crane's articulatcness on 


such issues and his public image as 
an arch-foo of excessive government 
spending — which he Identifies as tho 
root cause of inflation — it is not a 
happy issue for anyone opposing 
him.

Parents ivant dual-track system 
Deaf school methods to be weighed 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Parents of deaf children received en- 


couragement when their request for two 
methods of teaching deaf children was 
accepted for consideration by the acting 
director of the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization. 


John Bordwcll told the parents Thurs- 


.day he would Investigate the feasibility 
of setting up two teaching methods under 
a "dual-track" system. 


Bardwcll Is acting as director of the 


Northwest Educational Cooperative and 
NSSEO while Gloria Klnney and John 
Wightman are absent due to illness. 


PARENTS HAD COMPLAINED that 


NSSEO has changed to a single method 
of teaching deaf children known as "total 
communication." This method uses sign 
language, finger spelling, lip reading and 
vocal communication. 


Before changing to this method over 


the last five years, NSSEO primarily 
used the oral method which concentrates 
on lip reading and vocal communication. 
Oral teaching does not use visual means 
of communication such as finger spell- 
Ing- 


Parents at Thursday night's meeting 


stressed they did not want just one meth- 
od or the other, but rather an option be- 
tween the two methods. 


Bardwell said, "My point of view is 


that in all education, we have to develop 
diversity. And that goes for this particu- 
lar area and all areas. I'm philosophic- 
ally in agreement with your suggestion 
to offer both methods." 


HE SAID HE WANTED statistics on 


how many parents want oral and total 
methods offered. There are 55 deaf and 
64 hnrd-of-hcaring children in the NSSEO 
area. 


Parents of 11 deaf and hard-of-hearing 


children in the NSSEO area were at 
Thursday's meeting. They said parents 
of at least 10 other deaf children ex- 
pressed Interest in the dual-track system 
but could not attend the meeting. 


Bardwcll sent a letter Friday to all 


parents of deaf and hard-of-hearing chil- 
dren to get their opinions about offering 
bath programs. He intends to receive re- 
sponses by Thursday when he will hold 
another meeting with Interested parents 
about a dual-track system. 


The meeting will be held at 7 p.m. in 


the Kirk Center cafeteria, 520 S. Plum 
Grove Rd., Palatine. 


BARDWELL ALSO SAID he would 


have to solicit the professional opinion of 
administrators and teachers in the dis- 
trict. 


BardwelL anticipates negative respon- 


ses from the administration and teachers 
about offering an oral program. All the 
teachers hired by NSSEO instruct and 
have been taught in the total commu- 
nication method. 


Mrs. Lamont Polcyn, 1508 Amherst 


Dr., Schaumburg, agreed, saying "they 
arc total. Total is in. It's under Wight- 
man, too." She also said all the teachers 
who taught using the oral method have 
quit or have been fired. 


Another mother said although she "is 


totally committed to total" she thought 
there should be an option. She also said 
more oral should be included in the total 
program. 


PARENTS IN FAVOR of the oral pro- 


gram said they are concerned that be- 
cause visual forms of communication are 
easier to use and learn, their children 
will become "lazy" and use sign lan- 
guage or finger spelling rather than lip 


reading and vocal communication. The 
parents said this could create deaf adults 
who only will be able to-cope in a deaf 
world because they would not be able to 
communicate with persons who do not 
know sign language or finger spelling. 


Edith Freund, NEC chairman, said the 


parents' concern about the constant 
movement of deaf children to different 
schools each year also was important. 


"I don't see any reason why we should 


be moving them around," she said. "I 
think they have stopped moving 'for 
now." She said the schools should con- 
centrate on "mnlnstreaming," or placing 
deaf children in regular classrooms 
whenever possible. 


Contract awarded for floodwater basin 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


awarded a $257,455 contract for construc- 
tion of a five-acre flood-retention basin at 
the Arlington Country Club. 


The basin, which will bo started this 


fall and completed next spring, is ex- 
pected to provide flood relief for resi- 
dents and businesses along Dundee Road 
and tho White Pine Ditch. 


The contract for the work was awarded 


to Llndohl Bros, of Bensenvlllc, the low- 
est of two bidders. That firm's bid was 
$16,347 higher than tho estimate made by 
MSD engineers. 


UNDER A four-party pact earlier 


agreed to, the country club will supply 
tho needed land and tho MSD, tho State 
of Illinois and Buffalo Grove will pay for 
construction of tho facility. The state will 
pay $130,000, the MSD $120,000 and the 
village $7,455. 


Buffalo Grove also will be responsible 


for maintaining the facility after it is 
built. 


The basin, which will hove a capacity 


of 16 million gallons of water,'will hold 
runoff during severe storms and prevent 
overloading of nearby streams and sew- 
ers. Water will be diverted to the basin 
through newly constructed sewers on 
Buffalo Grove and Dundee ronds. 


Stormwater will be held in the basin 


until the danger of flooding has passed 
and then will be released into Buffalo 
Creek, east of the golf course. 


THE PROJECT was supposed to be 


completed last spring, but construction 
was postponed a year because the village 
and MSD had difficulty working the fi- 
nancing. 


Under the agreement, construction 


must be done between Oct. 15 and April 
1, so It will not Interfere with the golf 
season. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said it Is 


Important that basin construction start 
on schedule so all work can be finished 


the deadline. The contract specifies 


:hnt if work Is not finished on time, the 
golf course owners will be awarded dam- 
gcs of $300 a day.

Lahti pay $41,908, plus $2,500 bonus 


Harper College Prcs. Robert Uhtl will receive a salary of 


$41,008 next year plus a 12,500 bonus, according to the salary 
agreement approved by the Harper Board of Trustees Thurs- 
day. 


Lahtl, who is tho highest paid community college president 


in Illinois, is under a three-year contract with Harper which 
was approved by tho board last year. 


The board voted unanimously Thursday to continue the con- 


tract but raise Lohli's base salary by $1,000 from $40,008 to 
$41,008. Tho board also agreed to give Lahti a $2,500 bonus on 
a "one-time noncumulativo basis In recognition of meritorious 
service." 


In proposing tho salary agreement, Trustee Jcssalyn Nick- 


las said tho president's evaluation committee "reviewed tho 
performance of tho president in detail" and found Lahtl 
"well-above average" in accomplishing tho college's goals 
and "responsive and willing to accept and Initiate now ideas 
from tho students and tho community." 


Among tho fringe benefits in Lahti's contract is a $3,600 


contribution by Harper for Lahti's state teachers retirement 
fund. Tho total cost of Land's salary next year, including the 
retirement contribution and his bonus, is $48,008. 


$9.3 million budget OKd 


A $0.3 million operating budget for Harper College was 


approved by tho board. 


About $7.7 million Is budgeted in the college education fund 


for teachers' salaries and instructional costs. Last's year's 
education budget was $6.7 million. 


About $1.6 million is budgeted in tho college building fund 


for maintenance of the college. Lost year's building fund was 
about $1.4 million. 


College officials expect enrollment to increase by about 4 


per cent next year, from 12,700 to 13,300 students. Officials 
plan on a ratio of 28 students per Instructor. 


Other increases reflected in the budget Include a 7.4 per

Local townships deserve 


U.S. mental health cash 


The long ntul bitter battle be- 


tween the Illinois League of Wom- 
en Voters and township govern- 
ment over federal revenue shu'rintj 
funds threatens to endanger fur- 
ther development of mental health 
programs In Northwest suburbs. 


As part of its effort to ubololsh 


township government in Illinois, 
the Lcnguc is waging a persistent 
campaign — in and out of court — 
to limit severely township power* 
to spend revenue sharing money. 


The Office of Revenue Sharing in 


W a s h i n g t o n currently is in- 
vestigating League charges that 
Palatine Township has Illegally al- 
located funds to mental health 
agencies because a federal statute 
governing such expenditures al- 
lows a township to use revenue 
sharing only for services that the 
township could support with its 
ow n revenue. 


If the League's test case is suc- 


cessful, all such mental health allo- 
cations will be In jeopardy. The lo- 
cal impact could be 
significant 


since a major 
portion 
of the 


$669,137 earmarked this fiscal year 
for Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg Townships will go 
to support various mental health 
programs and facilities. 


Among area agencies affected 


are Crossroads Clinic, Shelter Inc., 
Clearbrook Center, 
Countryside 


Center, Northwest Mental Health 
Clinic, Salvation Army Community 
Counseling Center, Northwest Spe- 
cial Recreation Assn., the regional 
Alcoholism-Drug Dcpcnduncc Pro- 
gram and others. 


The funds will strengthen and ex- 


pand many of these township pro- 


grams, and in some cases enable 
their continued existence. 


Without revenue sharing, the al- 


ternatives arc to abandon the ser- 
vices, raise* existing taxes, or levy 
new local taxes — all of which are 
in conflict with the basic purpose 
for which revenue sharing was 
created. 


The question of how townships 


can issue-revenue sharing funds is 
legally unclear; state law conflicts 
with federal law which 
conflict 


with various official opinions and 
rulings. 


The legal question needs to be 


clarified, and township attorneys 
currently are seeking a court defi- 
nition on the issue. They arc con- 
fident of a favorable outcome. 


What cannot be corrected so eas- 


ily, however, Is the highly politi- 
cized context In which township 
revenue sharing has come to be 
looked upon by the League of 
Women Voters. It has been turned* 
into a political tool, and the result 
Is a serious threat to critically 
needed mental health services. 


Revenue sharing could mark a 


turning point for township govern- 
ment. In the past, it has been vul- 
nerable to criticism that its rele- 
vance had declined and many of its 
functions had become an unneces- 
sary duplication of the activities of 
other taxing bodies. 


But townships in Northwest Cook 


County have been extraordinarily 
responsive and creative in moving 
to fill an existing vacuum in local 
government by offering needed 
leadership, coordination and fund- 
Ing for such area-wide services as 
mental health which do not logical- 
ly fall under any existing, narrow-

Such efforts can restore township 


government as a viable, mean- 
ingful local instrument and should 
be encouraged. 


In its determination to further di- 


minish township functions by chal- 
lenging revenue sharing alloca- 
tions, the League of Women Voters 
does a disservice to the community 
and itself. 


The League is an organization 


with a long and distinguished repu- 
tation for non-partisan public ser- 
vice and community concern. The 
League errs in its anti-township 
crusade; the time has come to 
reaffirm its basic principles and 
bring the same kind of objective, 
reasoned and impartial judgment 
to this issue as it provided for so 
many others in the past.

Perhaps now is the time to offer some 


added thoughts about the mess at Dwyer 
School in Arlington Heights which has 
held public nttcntion for four weeks. 


In the last ten days, there have been 


several events which have broken the 
floodtido of charges and countercharges. 
Tun days ago the Northwest Educational 
Cooperative (NEC) board kicked director 
John Whlpple out of Dwyer and Into an- 
other NEC-directed program. 


And, last Wednesday, the county school 


superintendent, Richard Martwick, an- 
nounced that Whlpple's school psy- 
chologist's certificate would be sus- 
pended - a decision which Whipplc has 
chosen to appeal. 


Before these two developments, there 


had been two groups of people battling 
over Whipplc. The essential arguments 
were these: 


• "John Whlpple has been abusing our 


children, hns been operating Dwyer 
school Improperly, lacks proper certifica- 
tion and has been ripping off some of 
Ub."

• Or: "John Whipple and Dwyer 


School have T)een doing an excellent job 
of educating handicapped children. A 
small group of malcontents have no busi- 
ness Interfering with the school's record." 


A third viewpoint surfaced last week. 


That viewpoint stresses that Dwyer 
School's a threat to the neighborhood. 
However, that viewpoint doesn't even 
warrant serious discussion here. 


This is obviously a case in which it's 


most difficult to take sides, for each side 
has argued its position with eloquence 
and with convincing vehemence. How- 
ever, based, on the developments of the 
last ten days I'd like to offer several per- 
sonal thoughts. 


First thought: The implication in the 


shift of John Whipple by the NEC to an- 
other position is that he doesn't belong in 
Dwyer School. 


If that decision, however, is based 


upon "public pressure," it is a tragic 
mistake that will help no one. If it is 
a decision based on effects of public 
pressure, it won't be the first time a 
school board didn't stand on principle, 
and chose to cave in. 


Second thought: Richard Martwick is 


not one of this reporter's favorite sub- 
jects. Three years ago, when I covered 
the business of his office, he had man- 
aged to staff it with too many inept pa- 
tronage workers. It was In a sorry state. 


But Martwick has assumed leadership 


in the Dwyer School matter. Perhaps his 
move is partly political, but there is .a 
sense of sincerity and concern about his 
actions. 


Third thought: There's the sense of a 


lack of decisiveness on the part of the 
NEC board in this entire matter. 


When the NEC was formed five years 


ago, one of the rationales offered for the 
organization was to police the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion (NSSEO), which exercises control 
over special education programs. If 
there's been a problem at Dwyer — and 
there are more and more reasons to be- 
lieve there has, indeed, been a problem, 
then NEC hasn't moved quickly enough 
to get at that problem — before it be- 
came a public issue. 


Special education fs that kind of educa- 


tion that must be top-quality. Children 
who have difficulties deserve the best of 
teachers and the best of programs. Any- 
thing less Is inexcusable. 


There's one question an NEC official 


should ask himself; and that Is, have I 
served the public and the public's chil- 
dren as well as I can? If the answer Is 
"no," then changes must come from the 
NEC. After all, the lives of our children 
are at stake.

Chicago has its mattress stuffcrs and 


Its patriots — both come together this 
week while waiting to pay county real 
estate tax bills. 


Homeowners — mostly old and all 


from Chicago — Hocked to the county 
treasurer's office to meet an Aug. 1 pay- 
ment deadline. 


Yes, Aug. 1. 
That date is printed in readable warn- 


ing-stylo on county tux bills that filled 
Chicago mailboxes last week. The same

Aug. 1 date will be on tax bills received 
this week in Maine Township and mailed 
next week to most other suburbs. 


Aug. 1 was the deadline set by law for 


payment of second-installment real es- 
tate taxes. As In the past 10 years, tho 
deadline was nothing but fiction. No 
one's tax bill was due Aug. 1. County 
Clerk Stanley Kuspcr announced the 
deadline will be Sept. Ifi County Treas- 
urer Bernard Korzon's office sold the 
deadline could be the 16th, the 17th or the 
ISth of September. 


Someone apparently forgot to tell those 


early-bird taxpayers that nothing Is 
due until September. That's where the 
theory of the mattress stuffcrs and the 
patriots begins. 


When the first taxpayers crammed be- 


tween the yellow 1st Ward sawhorscs In 
Korzen's office this week, the county 
tu'nsurer sold, "They're performing a 
great public service." Money collected 
early will be distributed early to tax 
bodies and will reduce the need to pur- 
chase costly tax anticipation warrants. 
Early payers ore, therefore, patriots. 


Korzen's deputy, Walter Conrad, offers 


the mattress stuffcr theory. "You know 
how much money we collected in the 
first day in cash? $800,000. In cash!" he 
snld. "These people evidently save this 
money. They're anxious to get rid of It. 
They keep tucking it under the mattress 
all year." 


Neither theory, • of course, explains 


why the county's magic computer didn't 
just add a line to tax bills and warn that 
the Auo. 1 date was inoperative. Conrad 
said, "That it wouldn't make any differ- 
ence. These people pay early every year. 
This happens every year." 


Even Kuspcr admitted that some 


wjrning "might not bo a bad idea." But, 
the treasurer, .not the clerk, malls the 
bills. Kuspcr added that "the announce- 


ment (at a press conference Wednesday) 
should do it." 


Korzen has gone a step further to 


prompt easy tax paying this year. More 
tellers at the bank-like windows in the 
first floor of the county building speed 
ths traffic flow. The wait may be 15 min- 
utes instead of two hours, Conrad said. 


Big white and red signs, plus deputies 


direct eager and not-so-eager taxpayers 
to the Randolph Street entrance to the 
teller's window. 


The big money from taxes will come 


rl?ht before the payment deadline when 
Icrding institutions open their escrow ac- 
counts. From the bankers' view, every 
extra deadline day means extra interest

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Whipple appeals permit suspension

The former clinical director of Dwyer 


School appealed the suspension of his 
school psychology certificate Friday. • 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick suspended the certificate of 
John Whipple Wednesday following an in- 
vestigation of charges of improper oper- 
ation of Dwyer, a school in Arlington 
Heights for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren. 


Whipplo's attorney, Paul Rettberg, 


said Friday he appealed the suspension 
to the State Teacher Certification Board. 
He sold he and Whipple are "fully con- 
fident that the appeal will result in vindi- 
cation." 


The state board may reinstate, sus- 


pend or revoke Whipple'a certificate. If it 
upholds Martwick's ruling, Whipple will 
not be able to work as a school psy- 
chologist in Illinois. 


WinPPLE'S suspension is for one ca- 


lendar year but will now be delayed for 
up to 60 days until the State Teacher Cer- 
tification Board holds a hearing on the 
matter. 
• 


The charges of Improper operation of 


the school included child abuse, improp- 
er certification of some of the staff at 
Dwyer and unprofessional activities of 
staff members in the presence of the 
children. The charges came from teach- 
ers and former teachers at the school. 


Whipple also is under investigation by 


the Cook County State's Attorney's of- 
fice. He could receive a fine and jail sen- 
tence for engaging in the prvinte prac- 
tice of psychology witout a license. 


The Northwest Educational Coopera- 


tive which operates Dwycr School Issued 
a report Thursday refuting the charges 
made by the teachers. In tbo report the 
NEC governing board said charges of 
child abuse have been "exposed to be 
overstated or fallacious." The report 
goes on to reiterate the board's support 
of Whipple. 


THE NEXT regularly scheduled meet- 


ing of the State Teacher Certification 
Board is In September. The board is ap- 
pointed by State School Suptl Michael 
Bakalis. The NEC report was sent to 
both Bakalis and Martwick but they are

Three other officials of the Northwest 


Educational Cooperative,also are under 
investigation by Martwlck's office. They 
are Gloria Kinney, executive director of 
NEC; John Wlghtman, director of all 
special education programs in th'o NEC 
area; and Robert Taylor, coordinator of 
the Dwycr elementary school program. 


The three, together with Whipple, were 


summoned to Martwlck's office last 
week to reply to the charges. All four 
failed to appear before Martwick. Mrs. 


Kinney and Wlghtman were each in the 
hospital at the time. Whipple did not ap- 
pear on the advice of his attorney and 
Taylor did not appeal because the other 
three school officials could not attend. 


Sources in Martwlck's office say Mrs. 


Kinney, Wlghtman, and Taylor still must 
appear before Martwick to answer the 
charges. 


At the request of Whipple, the NEC 


governing board has transfercd him 
from Dwycr to a full-time position with 
the Center for Child and Family Studies, 
one of NEC's counseling services.

At the sound of the bell... 


Wednesday morning about five after 


11, the dryer buzzer signaled tho cycle 
was over, the washer buzzer warned me 
that tho load was unevenly distributed, 
(he oven timer went off, and someone 
rang I ho front and back door bells simul- 
taneously. Of course, I thought Imme- 
diately of Mrs. Pavlov. 


Most people have heard of Ivan Pav- 


lov, the Russian scientist who, in his ex- 
periment with dogs, developed tho psy- 
chological law of association. What Ivan 
did, basically, was to condition dogs to 
knowing that tho sound of bell* was to be 
associated with dinner. 


Ills theory panned out, and he Im- 


mensely successful and for a while a 
horo In tho scientific community. 


Now what most people don't know is 


that Pavlov owed all hi* worldly success 
to his wife. 


MRS. PAVLOV was definitely not a 


•dentist and positively not one to up- 


stage her husband. But she was a very 
good housekeeper. And It was in this role 
that she wanted to excel. So one weekend 
when It was raining and Ivan was rattl- 
ing around tho house with nothing to do, 
she got him to rig up some signaling de- 
vices to her dryer, washer, oven, front 
door and back. 


After Ivan put bells and buzzers on all 


of these, Mrs. Pavlov thought It might be 
nice to havo lights on tho coffee pot and 
range and waffle iron. Ivan fixed those 
up on tho next rainy Saturday. 


Sometime after these handy gadgets 


had been in operation for a while, Ivan 
began to notice that his wife responded 
without hesitation to the signaled de- 
mands of her appliances. As a good sci- 
entist, he observed that even he had been 
conditioned by tho devices, especially tho 
oven timer. 


SO IVAN FELT the time had come to 


put his observations to tho test. He 'set 


off tho dryer buzzer and found his wife 
would come running, ready to fold tho 
clothes whether she had put any in there 
or not. She would also respond to tho oth- 
er bell's, gongs, lights and buzzers In the 
desired way. 
, 


Naturally Pavlov concluded that if 


such conditioning would work on hu- 
mans, it was likely to work on dogs. 
Therefore he preceded to his lab to work 
on his now famous experiment. 


Meanwhile, Mrs. Pavlov was glad to 


havo him out of the house and out from 
under her unique appliances so she could 
keep house efficiently and be tho wonder 
of all her friends. 


It is interesting to see how Pavlov's 


dogs won famo and had.some impact on 
psychological research. But.it.Is even 
m o r e fascinating to consider tho 
enormous Impact and little fame gained 
by Mrs. Pavlov's dryer. 


That, too, Is a matter of conditioning. 


Kids in summer 


Vacation Bible school 
has taken a new twist 


"Let's dance to the music; 
Let's clap with our hands; 
Let's beat on our drums, 
and shout to all lands. 
Hooray! Allelulla and a yip, yip, 


. ylpec. 


It's great to be people, 
like you and like me." 
So rhymes the song echoing from the 


churches on Graceland Avenue In DCS 
Plalnes. It's Bible school time, an Impor- 
tant two weeks In many children's sum- 
mers. 


In a unique program, the First Congre- 


gational and First United Methodist 
churches share facilities, teachers and 
helpers of both denominations, materials 
and children — numbering 103 — for a 
two-week merry-go-round of summer ac- 
tivities. 


The name has been changed to Vaca- 


tion Adventure School. The children con- 
centrate on experiences rather than les- 
sons. Bible school has taken a new twist 
in the last few years. 


"INSTEAD OF teaching the Bible, we 


put It to use In our various activities," 
explained Mrs. Vivian Revard, director 
of Christian education at First Congrega- 
tional Church. 


The theme, "Love your neighbor," Is 


practiced rather than taught. The teach- 
er's handbook reads, "Jesus' view of a 
neighborhood is now more timely than 
ever in such a mobile society." 


The Adventure School is striving to 


close the distance between peoples — to 
give the children of suburbia a chance to 
look at persons different from them- 
selves. 


The major undertaking each year is 


raising money for a "project for other 
people.'" This year, the children will do- 
nate their dimes and nickels toward a 
riding toy for the Northwest Suburban 
Day Care Center. 


Up on the third floor of the Congrega- 


tional Church is headquarters for the Ju- 
nior Adventurers — fourth to seventh 
graders. Flanking the room on each side 
arc International Friendship Halls, wall- 
papered with posters proclaiming "God 
Is love" in many different languages, 
and displaying cultural items native to 
other countries of the world. 


IN KEEPING with the theme, the ju- 


niors have visited the Bahal Temple, a 
Catholic church and the two participat- 
ing churches to learn how their neigh- 
bors worship. 


An occasional speaker from a foreign 


land drops by to bring the customs of 
Africa, Japan, China into focus for the 
youths In the class. 


Downstairs in the choir rehearsal 


room, the wee folks are tucked inside the 
pews ready for a movie about faraway 
places. Some of the classrooms are va- 
cant. A trip to the fire station is the 
event of the day. 


Down the street in the basement of the 


Methodist Church is the arts and crafts 
workshop. Edging the long tables arc 
dabblers of all ages. They arrive In shifts 
all day long. At the front of the room are 
piles and piles of scrap materials —

enough for the next two years. According 
to Mrs. Anne Randall, one of the art 
teachers, notices were inserted in bulle- 
tins of both churches .soliciting throw- 
away art supplies from the congrega- 
tions. Through the cooperative efforts of 
both denominations, they came up with 
mounds of egg cartons, crayons, shells, 
stones and anything else that could be 
utilized, plus a few extra odds and ends, 
with no purpose — yet. 


SEATED AT THE tables this morning 


arc two groups, the tots making fire hats 
so they will be properly attired for their 
firehousc visit, and the older youngsters 
making nature shadow boxes. When one 
group leaves, the tables arc cleared off 
and readied for a second shift. .. and a 
third. 


The vacation school is bound by no 


clock. "This joint effort is a real under- 
taking," said Mrs. Randall. But, she 
stressed that the'setup is perfect for the 
children. "They're not confined to one 
area. They move about and are free to 
go in their own directions. Children don't 
always get that chance." 


Trips to the Milwaukee Zoo, local lakes 


and fire stations may seem an odd way 
to conduct a Bible school, but the system 
has a deep purpose. 


"The purpose is implied in the name," 


said Mrs. Revard. "When boys and girls 
have the opportunity to do things togeth- 
er, the group grows hi understanding of 
each other and the world around them. 
These activities may seem unrelated, at 
first glance, but they have a religious 
purpose — to live religiously'in day-to- 
day life. We must learn to live our 
faith."

Chemise latest from Paris 


I'm not backing down on my boycott of 


early exposure to fall fashions, but I 
think a sneak preview would be in order. 


Since we have no choice — the stores 


are filled with the heavies for fall — I'll 
back down just slightly. 


The chemise? 
In the lato 18th century, women aban- 


doned the false exaggeration of their fig- 
ures and adopted a lino inspired by the 
garb of women in Greek and Roman 
times, which showed the natural shape of 
their bodies. They gave up corsets and 
underskirts and dressed themselves in 
light, flowing transparent chemises. 


Long tunics of linen, very light cotton 


or muslin were pulled in under the 
breast and trimmed with Grecian de- 


SOME WOMEN WORE this provoca- 


tive dress open on the right side up to 
the waist so that their legs and tights 
could be seen. 


In the 1950s, searching for a "new 


look," designers again • introduced tho 
chemise, which was essentially, a throw- 
back to tho typical "post-crisis" dress. 


It's almost fall 1074, and It looks as 


though tho chemise will again replace 
the tlghtfitting styles of recent years. 
The chemise was' heralded as Paris' 
most Important, look — tho strongest 
fashion message out of the best French 
couture season in 10 years. 


Styles are varied from the low-flounced 


dress with pin tucks to the tiered, flower- 
ed model. Fabrics which adapt best to 
the chemise are crepe do chines jerseys 
and chiffons. 


THE RESPONSE AMONG designers to

NEW YORK (UPI) - "Never tell a lie 


Solon, a Greek statesman and lawmak- 


er, generally Is credited with being the 
first man to make that statement back in 
the sixth century.' 


Barry Lcib agrees with him. He told a 


lie, a real whopper, and although two 
weeks have passed, he's still catching 
flack for it yet. 


As a hoy, Barr> Lclli, 39-jcar-oliI exec- 


utive Nice president of the WFL's Phila- 
delphia Bell, was hrouglit up always to 
tell the truth and not go around mis- 
leading people by feeding them fibs. 
Those who know him say, essentially, he 
is a truthful person. 


"I didn't set out to tell any lies, none of 


us did," he says, referring to the rest of 
the front office. "We didn't set out to 
bullwlnk the public in any way, shape or 
form. On the contrary, we think we per- 


milted 120,000 to enjoy some excellent 
entertainment." 


That would be one way of looking at it. 
Another way would be that Lcib did 


not tell it like it was after his team's 
first two home games at John F. Kenne- 
dy Stadium in Philadelphia. 


Everybody was surprised when 35,531 


people turned out to sec the Bell's first 
game ever, against the Portland Storm, 
and that surprise gave way to sheer dis- 
belief when 61,719 showed up for the 
team's second game with the New York 
Stars two weeks later. 


Tho immediate assumption was that 


the house had been papered both times, 
that everybody and his little brother had 
been let In free. 


No, sir, said Barry Leib, when asked 


about it after the game with the Stars. 
Yes, there was some papering, but not 
that much. You see, 19,500 tickets were 
purchased at what he called "group dis- 
count rates" and 10,000 others were 
"sponsorship giveaways." 


Still, wasn't so bad. That meant the 


35,000 others who had attended the game 
had paid up to eight bucks a ticket. Or so 
those asking Lcib about the attendance 
figures assumed becauss he never said 
anything to indicate otherwise. 


But, alas, the tax on paid admissions 


linil to be paid to the city. There was no 
getting around that, and that was when 
the truth came to light.

Ten high school-age wrestling stars, 


who were to have spent the next three 
weeks on a trip to Finland, instead will 
sit out the rest of their summer vacation 
at home. 


Cancellation of the U.S. Wrestling Fed- 


eration's junior tour was announced in 
Evnnston, by USWF president Ken 
Kraft, who blamed "foot-dragging and 
obstruction by the Amateur Athletic 
Union" for the breakdown of the ex- 
change. 


The 10 youths, all champions or trophy- 


winners In the USWF National Junior 
tournament two weeks ago in Iowa City, 
Iowa, were to have left today for a three- 
wcck non-competitive tour of Finland, 
where the Americans were to participate 
in a scries of Instructional camps and 
c l i n i c s , exchanging techniques in 
freestyle and Greco-Roman wrestling. 
Elk Grove's Rick Morris was one of 
them. 


The lour was to complete an exchange 


which saw an all-star team of Finnish 
youngsters compete In ID dual meets last 
spring in Illinois and Wisconsin. 


They were to have been accompanied 


by high school coaches Charles Hanson 
of Northbrook, III., and Jim Prcllwitz of 
New Berlin, WIs. 


The exchange was arranged by tho 


USWF with the wrestling federation of 
Finland, Suomen Palnlllltto. 


Because the AAU holds the power of 


sanction over international competition, 
AAU officials in Indianapolis were ad- 
vised of the tour in letters from USWF 
executive director Steve Combs on June 
10 and again on July 0, without response. 


"The Federation did not ask AAU ap- 


proval of the trip, because no com- 


petition was huolvcd," Kraft cmpha- 
slietl. "But we did take steps to keep 
them advised of our plans." 


However, in a telegram received by 


the USWF from Finland on July 17, the 
Finnish Wrestling Federation required 
written permission from the AAU before 
conducting even a non-competitive ex- 
change. This information was relayed to 
the AAU, which still had made no re- 
sponse a week later. 


Finally, after legal counsel for the 


USWF had threatened court action, the 
desired letter-agreement was prepared 
and signed by attorneys for the USWF 
and AAU and mailed to Finland, where it 
was received July 30. 


Mauri Vierumakl, president of the Fin- 


nish Federation, then Informed Kraft by 
telephone that the long delay in arrange- 
ments made it impossible to establish a 
satisfactory schedule of camps and clin- 
ics. 


"It h with feelings of deep din- 


appointment and frustration that we are 
forced to cancel one of our most worth- 
while programs," said Kraft, who Is • 
wrestling coach at Northwestern Unlver.'. 
slty. "The young men for whom the trip.' 
was arranged are outstanding represtn-; 
tutlvcs of wrestling and would be great' 
ambassadors of good will through athlct-' 
lei.

"Again, the young athletes are the los- 


ers. It is quite clear that the exchange 
would have taken place and young 
people of both countries would have 
benefited, hod the AAU given the Finns"a 
simple acknowledgment of the tour, rath- 
er than drag their feet and continue to 
obstruct the cause of international 
friendship," Kraft concluded.

to tho house In which It originated. 
The bill thall bo considered In the 
same manner ns a vetoed bill. If, 
however, the specific recommenda- 
tion* are accepted by u record vota 
of a majority of the members 
elected to each houie, the hill shall 
be presented again to the Governor 
and, if he certmes that the accept- 
ance conforms to his *pec!de rec- 
ommendations, tho bill shall be- 
come law. If he does not so certify, 
tho Governor shall return It as a 
vetoed bill to tho house In which 
it originated. 


SCHEDULE 


This amendment of Section 9, 


paragraph (o) of Article IV of the 
Constitution is effective for each 
session of the General Assembly 
newly convening after its adoption 
by the electors of this State.

Baseball's 'frustrations' 


Since I've been harboring many con- 


futed feelings concerning Wheeling Little 
League this season, I would Ilko to say 
that I'm glad there Is a paper like The 
Herald where I can vent some of my 
frustrations.

elling back and forth between my 8-yenr- 
old Peanut Leaguer's games and my 10- 
year-old's National League games, which 
are presently being played at two differ- 
ent fields.

And I have seen the umpire call "fair 
ball" while the other manager comes up 
to have a word with him, which then 
causes him to reverse his decision. This 
Is fair play? It Is physically Impossible 
to have your eyes everywhere at once, I 
realize, even for an umpire.

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Tonight's village board meeting 
Trustees expected to pick 
site for new village garage

Buffalo Grove officials tonight will re- 


vlow several locations for the proposed 
public works guragc and arc expected to 
select one of (he locations as the site. 


K n o o p p o I Associates of Arlington 


Heights, the architect hired by the vil- 
lage to plan the garage has evaluated 
eight sites and has recommended one to 
the village board. 


According to the firm, the best avail- 


able site In the village Is a 4.0-acrc tract 
at southeast corner of Lake-Cook Road 
and Rnupp Boulevard. The site recently 
was donated to the village by developer 
Harold Friedman. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


board will look at all eight sites, but only 
two of them arc practical considerations. 
In addition to the site recommended by 
the architect, ho said, the board will con- 
sider constructing the public works facil- 


ity at the location of the old sewage 
treatment plant off Farrington Drive. 


IIOT1I SITES AKE centrally located, 


but Larson said the silo off Farrington 
Drive would need extensive Improve- 
ments before It would be an acceptable 
location for the garage. 


The architect estimates off-site and on- 


site improvements there would cost 
$163,000. The costs would include $58,000 
for the extension of Farrington Drive, 
$47,000 for an access road to the treat- 
ment plant site, $35,000 to fill in the sew- 
ago treatment lagoons, $15,000 for water 
mains and $8,000 for demolition of the 
sewage treatment facility. 


The architect estimates the only ex- 


pense for the site at Raupp Boulevard 
and Lake-Cook Road would be $10,000 for 
the extension of water and sewer facil- 
ities.

Contract awarded 
for country club 
floodwater basin 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


awarded a 1237,453 contract for construc- 
tion of a five-acre flood-retention basin at 
the Arlington Country Gub. 


The basin, which will be started this 


fall and completed next spring, is ex- 
pected to provide flood relief for resi- 
dents and businesses along Dundee Road 
and the While Pine Ditch. 


The contract for the work was awarded 


to Lindahl Bros, of B«nsenvlllc, the low- 
est of two bidders. That firm's bid was 
$16,347 higher than the estimate made by 
MSD engineers. 


UNDER A four-party pact earlier 


agreed to, the country club will supply 
the needed land and the MSD, the State 
of Illinois and Buffalo Grove will pay for 
construction of the facility. The state will 
pay $130.000. the MSD $120,000 and the 
village $7.153. 


Buffalo Grove also will be responsible 


for maintaining the facility after It is 
built. 


The bntln, which will have a capacity 


of 15 million gallons of water, will hold 
runoff during severe storms and prevent 


overloading of nearby streams and sew- 
ers. Water will be diverted to the basin 
through newly constructed sewers on 
Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads. 


Stormwatcr will be held in the basin 


until the danger of flooding has passed 
and then will be released Into Buffalo 
Creek, cast of the golf course. 


THE PROJECT was supposed to be 


completed lost spring, but construction 
was postponed a year because the village 
and MSD had difficulty working the ft- 
nancing. 


Under the agreement, construction 


must be done between Oct. 15 and April 
I, so It will not interfere with the golf 
season. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said It is 


important that basin construction start 
on schedule so all work can be finished 
by the deadline. The contract specifics 
that if work is not finished on time, the 
golf course owners will be awarded dam- 
gcs of $300 a day. 


Larson said it will allow the village to 
operate all its services from one central 
area. 


Some residents and village officials arc 


reluctant to choose the site near the vil- 
lage hall, saying it will create a nui- 
sance. Some have said they would rather 
sec the area used for recreation than for 
vehicle storage and service. 


LARSON, HOWEVER, said he thinks 


the site Is the best available and main- 
tains It will not create a hardship for any 
residents of the village. The facility and 
the area around it would be attractively 
landscaped and properly maintained, he 
said 


The village has considered two sites 


outside the village, but Larson said it 
would have to pay the "seller's price" 
for the property since it only can con- 
demn land within its corporate bound- 
aries. The village also would have to pay 
property taxes on land not in the village, 
lie said. 


Larson said current facilities are in- 


adequate and that a public works garage 
Is long overdue. He estimates the village 
loses $25,000 annually because it does not 
have a public works facility. 


Vehicles stored outside not only dete- 


riorate faster, Larson said, but also arc 
often subjected to vandalism. 


BESIDES ACTING as a shelter, the fa- 


cility would give village employes an 
adequate place to service and repair ve- 
hicles and equipment. 


At present, most equipment is stored in 


the parking lot adjacent to Emmerich 
Park. Maintenance is performed in the 
small building attached to the park dis- 
trict office. 


Thi> garage is expected to cost $500,000 


and officials ore hopeful construction will 
begin next spring.

Donald Rumsfeld, for seven years the Congressman who 


represented the Northwest suburbs in Washington, has now 
rejoined his old friend and congressional compatriot, Gerald 
R. Ford. 


By Friday morning, the day Ford was inaugurated as 38th 


President of the United States, Rumsfeld was on an airplane 
from his headquarters in Brussels, Belgium where he is Am- 
bassador to NATO, to the White House. By Saturday, Rums- 
feld was named as the head of President Ford's four-man 
transition council which will oversee the change to the new 
administration. 


The naming of Rumsfeld to the high post signaled imme- 


diate speculation that the farmer congressman will hold an 
influential post in the Ford administration. 


TO THOSE WHO know him here in what used to be his 


home district, Rumsfeld's ascension seems logical for a man 
who swept the suburbs in his bid for Congress and then 
moved on to the White House as part of perhaps a dozen 
former Illinois office holders and administrators who will re- 
tain close tics in the Capital. 


But at this moment, certainly the most important tic that 


binds Rumsfeld to the White House is his long and friendly 
association with President Ford. 


The Rumsfeld-Ford tics extend far back to the political 


histories of both men. Rumsfeld was credited in 1965 with 
engineering the ouster of Rep. Charles A. Hallcck, R-Ind., as 
House minority leader. With the help of some colleagues, 
Rumsfeld assured Ford the coveted spot. 


"There was powerful opposition to my efforts from many 


quarters," Rumsfeld said at the time, "but I won't sit on my 
hands. We needed a change." 


FOKD, THEN SOIDLY entrenched eight. term member of 


Congress, appeared at a fund-raising dinner in Evanston on 
behalf of Rumsfeld in 1964 and the two conferred frequently 
in Washington. 


Tho favor was returned in 19G9 when Ford named Rumsfeld 


to the House Republican Policy Committee, a position Rums- 
feld had publicly sought. The committee has the responsL 
bility for advising all Republican members on legislation be- 
fore the House. 


The bonds between the two men indicate that Rumsfeld 


may be back with a cabinet position. Tom Houser, influential 
Illinois Republican and former Wheeling Twp. - GOP Com 
mlttccman, asked about Rumsfeld's chances for such a posi- 
tion, said, "They're excellent." He^added that Ford is not 
expected to make any dramatic changes for awhile, but when 
he does, "Rumsfeld is at or near the top of the list" 


"He went out on a limb (in 1965) for Ford when Ford was 


selected minority leader, and Rumsfeld offended many con- 
gressmen in the House. I know Ford was grateful. They have 
a very fine relationship, and with his experience domestically 
and foreign, he has to be very qualified." 


ANOTHER CLOSE friend, State Sen. Bradley Glass 


R-Northflcld, told the Herald he thinks Rumsfeld has an ex- 
cellent chance for a major appointment. Glass said Rums- 
feld's NATO experience has served to broaden him in foreign 
relations "I think there is a good chance he'll be considerec 
by Ford for some post," Glass said. 


Rumsfeld's political career was a success story from the 


first office he sought in 1962, as congressman. He was reelec- 
ted three times before being summoned personally by Nixon 
for various jobs. He was one of Nixon's floor managers dur- 
ing the 19G3 Republican National Convention in Miami, ant 
was chosen as what Nixon called a "surrogate" candidate to 
speak on his behalf before the election. 


In May, 1969, he was sworn in as head of the Office ol 


Economic Opportunity and assumed the rank of a cabine' 
member, appearing in several personal appearances with 
Nixon, including one speech at Prospect High School in Octo- 
ber, 1970, 


AS CHIEF OF OEO, Rumsfeld's name appeared almost 


daily in the newspapers He announced that his job would be

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Library offices 
won't ease traffic 
at post office 


Traffic problems at Iho Wheeling Post 


Office on Dundee Road will not be re- 
lieved by the construction of the North 
Suburban Library System's new head- 
quarters next door. 


Originally, the village had hoped that 


the library system would Install a drive- 
way just east of the post office, providing 
a second passage to parking In the rear 
of the building. 


Representatives of the library system, 


however, said they have rejected the 
Idea because of setback problems associ- 
ated with the post office and archi- 
tectural difficulties. In addition, attorney 
John Jorgensmcycr said a shared drive- 
way might lead to liability problems. 


T1IE VILLAGE has been holding up 


building permits for the new library sys- 
tem's headquarters since early May be- 
cause plans called for a driveway on the 
eastern edge of the property. 


Jorgensmcycr said that as a result of 


the delays, the contractor awarded the 
project now wants to void his contract 
for the $708,000 construction project.

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Parents ivant dual-track system 
Deaf school methods to be weighed 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Parents of deaf children received en- 


couragement when their request for two 
methods of teaching deaf children was 
accepted for consideration by the acting 
director of the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization. 


John Bardwell told the parents Thurs- 


day he would Investigate the feasibility 
of setting up two teaching methods under 
a "dual-track" system. 


Bardwell is acting as director of the 


Northwest Educational Cooperative and 
NSSEO while Gloria Kinncy and John 
Wightmnn are absent due to Illness. 


PARENTS HAD COMPLAINED that 


NSSEO has changed to a single method 
of teaching deaf children known as "total 
communication." This method uses sign 
language, finger spelling, lip reading and 
vocal communication. 


Before changing to this method over 


the last five years, NSSEO primarily 
used the oral method which concentrates 
on lip reading and vocal communication. 
Oral teaching does not use visual means 
of communication such as finger spell- 
ing. 


Parents at Thursday night's meeting 


stressed they did not want just one meth- 
od or the other, but rather an option be- 
tween the two methods. 


Bardwell said, "My point of view Is 


that in all education, we have to develop 
diversity. And that goes for this particu- 
lar area and all areas. I'm philosophic- 
ally In agreement with your suggestion 
to offer both methods." 


HE SAID HE WANTED statistics on 


how many parents want oral and total 
methods offered. There arc 55 deaf and 
G4 hard-of-hearing children in the NSSEO 
area. 


Parents of 11 deaf and hard-of-hcaring 


children in tho NSSEO area were at 
Thursday's meeting. They said parents 
of at least 10 other deaf children ex- 
pressed interest in the dual-track system 
but could not attend the meeting. 


Bardwell sent a letter Friday to all 


parents of deaf and hard-of-hearing chil- 
dren to get their opinions about offering 
both programs. Ho intends to receive re- 
sponses by Thursday when he will hold 
another meeting with interested parents 


about a dual-track system. 


, The meeting will be held at 7 p.m. in 
the Kirk Center cafeteria, 520 S. Plum 
Grove Rd., Palatine. 


BARDWELL ALSO SAID he would 


have to solicit the professional opinion of 
administrators and teachers in the dis- 
trict. 


Bardwell anticipates negative respon- 


ses from the administration and teachers 
about offering an oral program. All the 
teachers hired by NSSEO instruct and 
have been taught in the total commu- 
nication method. 


Mrs. Lamont Polcyn, 1508 Amherst 


Dr., Schaumburg, agreed, saying "they 
are total. Total is in. It's under Wight- 
man, too." She also said all the teachers 
who taught using the oral method have 
quit or have been fired. 


Another mother said although she "is 


totally committed to total" she thought 
there should be an option. She also said 
more oral should be included in the total 
program. 


PARENTS IN FAVOR of the oral pro- 


gram said they are concerned that be- 
cause visual forms of communication are 


easier to use and learn, their children 
will become "lazy" and use sign lan- 
guage or finger spelling rather than Tip 
reading and vocal communication. The 
parents said this could create deaf adults 
who only will be able to cope in a deaf 
world because they would not be able to 
communicate with persons who do not 
know sign language or finger spelling. 


Edith Frcund, NEC chairman, said the 


parents' concern about the constant 
movement of deaf children to different 
schools each year also was important. 


"I don't sec any reason why we should 


be moving them around," she said. "I 
think they have stopped moving for 
now." She said the schools should con- 
centrate on "mainstreaming," or placing 
deaf children in regular 
classrooms 


whenever possible. 


Developer to build part of Chaddick Dr. 


A proposed north-south road running 


from the Mcadowbrook West subdivision 
to Wolf Road just north of Palatine Road 
is one step closer to becoming a reality. 


Clarence W. Marqunrdt told the Wheel- 


Ing Plan Commission Thursday that he 
plans to develop 76 acres on Wok* Road, 
and will install, tho continuation of 
Chaddick Drive, a part of which is under 
construction. 


Currently only a portion of tho road is 


being installed south of Hlntz Road by 
developers of a truck terminal project. • 
When this section is completed, it will 
dead-end at Marquardt's property. 


MAHQUARDT SAID he Is very inter 


cstcd in extending Chaddick Drive; since 
ho may soon'bo developing his property. 
He proposed connecting the road with a 
U-shaped street which would exit onto 
Wolf Road midway between Hlntz and 
Palatine roads. 


Tho plan commission called for the 


north-south roadway last fall in an up- 
date of tho official village map. At that 
time, the commission set aside the pro- 
posed route which turns cost to connect 
with Wolf Road-to avoid exit and entry 
problems associated with Palatine Fron- 
tage Road. 


Discussion of the proposed roadway 


arose this summer when Allstate Insur- 
ance Co. proposed a thrcc-phaso devel- 
opment on 23 acres fronting on Palatine 
Road. The plan commission at that time 
called for a continuation of Chaddick 
Drive through the property connecting, 


with Palatine road. 


Allstate, however, proposed locating 


the extension through Marquardt's prop- 
erty, noting that it will be difficult for 
large trucks to negotiate traffic patterns 
on Palatine road's frontage street. 


THE PLAN COMMISSION agreed to 


the alternative plan, noting that proposed 
roadways on tho official map can be 
slightly altered without legal problems. 
Commission chairman Herbert Lortz 
said the alternative plan also would Iso- 
late the Allstate development, which will 
include on auto reclamation center, and 
thus make it less offensive. 


Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson objected 


to the Allstate proposal, saying ho did 
not want the auto reclamation center 
which he described as a. junkyard.

inal recommendation. 


TUB COMMITTEE originally recom- 


mended a boundary shift which would 
eventually send an estimated 86 children 
from overcrowded John Jay School in 
Mount Prospect to either Brentwood or 
High Ridge Knolls Schools In DCS 
Plaines.

New Don Rumsfeld 


Our former congressman now returns 


to join his old friend, Gerald Ford

•Donald Rumsfeld, for seven years the Congressman who 
represented the Northwest suburbs In Washington, has now 
rejoined his old friend and congressional compatriot, Gerald 
R. Ford. 


By Friday morning, the day Ford was .Inaugurated as 38th 


President of the United States, Rumsfeld was on an airplane 
from his headquarters in Brussels, Belgium where he is Am- 
bassador to NATO, to the White House. By Saturday, Rums- 
feld was named as the head of President Ford's four-man 
transition council which will oversee the change to the new 
administration. 


The naming of Rumsfeld to the high post signaled Imme- 


diate speculation that the former congressman will hold an 
influential post In the Ford administration. 


TO THOSE WHO know him hero in what used to be his 


home district, Rumsfeld's ascension seems logical for a man 
who swept the suburbs In his bid for Congress and then 
moved on to the White House as part of perhaps a dozen 
former Illinois office holders and administrators who will re- 
tain close ties in the Capital. 


But at this moment, certainly the most important tic that 


binds Rumsfeld to the White House Is his long and friendly 
association with President Ford. 


The Rumsfeld-Ford ties extend far back to the political 


histories of both men. Rumsfeld was credited in 1965 with 
engineering the ouster of Rep. Charles A. Halleck, R-Ind., as 
House minority leader. With the help of some colleagues, 
Rumsfeld assured Ford the coveted spot. 


"There was powerful opposition to my efforts from many 


quarters," Rumsfeld said at the time, "but I won't sit on my 
hands. We needed a change." 


FOUD, THEN SOIDLY entrenched eight. term member of 


Congress,' appeared at a fund-raising dinner in Evanston on 
behalf of Rumsfeld in 1964 and the two conferred frequently 
in Washington. 


The favor was returned in 1969 when Ford named Rumsfeld 


to the House Republican Policy Committee, a position Rums- 
feld had publicly sought.' The committee has the responsi. 
bility for advising all Republican members on legislation be- 
fore the House. 


The bonds between the two men Indicate that Rumsfeld 


may be back with a cabinet position. Tom Houser, influential 
Illinois Republican and. former.Wheeling'Twp. '-'GOP Com 
mittecman, asked about Rumsfeld's chances for such a posi- 
tion, said, "They're excellent." He added that Ford Is not 
expected to make any dramatic changes for awhile, but when 
he does, "Rumsfeld is at or near the top of the list." 


"He went out on a limb (in 1965) for Ford when Ford was 


selected minority leader, and Rumsfeld offended many con- 
gressmen in the House. I know Ford was grateful. They have 
a very fine relationship, and with his experience domestically 
and foreign, he has to be very qualified." 


ANOTHER CLOSE friend. State Sen. Bradley Glass, 


R-Northfleld, told the Herald he thinks Rumsfeld has an ex- 
cellent chance for a major appointment. Glass said Rums- 
feld's NATO experience has served to broaden him in foreign 
relations. "I think there Is a good chance he'll be considered 
by Ford for some post," Gloss said. 


Rumsfeld's political career was a success story from the 


first office he sought in 1962, as congressman. He was reeleo 
ted three Jimes before being summoned personally by Nixon 
for various jobs. He was one of Nixon's floor managers dur- 
ing the 1968 Republican National Convention in Miami, and 
was chosen as what Nixon called a "surrogate" candidate to 
speak on his behalf before the election. 


In May, 1969, he was sworn in as head of the Office of 


Economic Opportunity and assumed the rank of a cabinet 
member, appearing in several personal appearances with 
Nixon, including one speech at Prospect High School in Octo- 
ber, 1970.

Downtown Palnllnc with its white-

The High School Dist. 211 Board of Education Thursday 


approved a two-part pilot program for falling students and 
outstanding students at Conanl High School for the 1974-73 
school year. 


For students with serious academic or disciplinary prob- 


lems, an administrator may recommend placement In a 
"self-containment room" staffed by one full-time teacher. A 
student could be assigned to the room for one or all classes 
and could receive one-to-one attention from the specially 
qualified teacher. 


An administrator will Identify students having problems 


with school, become familiar with the sources of their prob- 
lems and formulate a "proscription" for the student. The 
prescription may Include placement In the self-containment 
room. 


Administrators also will Identify outstanding students to 


participate in the second part of the program: tho Indepen- 
dent Learners Program. Independent learners will not have, 
required classroom attendance. They will contract with their 
teacher advisers on individual learning goals. 


The pilot program proposal was submitted to the alterna- 


tive education committee by the administrative team at Co- 
nant. The board sent the proposal to the administrative coun- 
cil for review lost month. The council, comprised of school 
principals and administrators, told the board it enthusiastical- 
ly endorses the program. 


The board has asked on evaluation of tho program every 


nine weeks.

'Dual method' of teaching 
deaf gets tentative OK

Parents of deaf children received en- 


couragement when their request for two 
methods of teaching deaf children was 
accepted for consideration by the acting 
director of the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
clal Education Organization. 


John Bardwell told the parents Thurs- 


day he would Investigate the feasibility 
of setting up two teaching methods under 
a "dual-track" system. 


Bardwell is acting as director of the 


Northwest Educational Cooperative and 
NSSEO while Gloria Kinney and John 
Wightman are absent due to illness. 


PARENTS HAD COMPLAINED that 


NSSEO has changed to a single method 
of teaching deaf children known as "total 
communication." This method uses sign 
language, finger spelling, lip reading and 
vocal communication. 


Before changing to this method over 


the last five years, NSSEO primarily 
used the oral method which concentrates 
on lip reading and vocal communication. 
Oral teaching does not use visual means 
of communication such as finger spell- 
ing. 


Parents at Thursday night's meeting 


stressed they did not want just one meth- 
od or the other, but rather an option be- 
tween the two methods. 


Bardwell said, "My point of view is 


that in all education, we have to develop 
diversity. And that goes for this particu- 
lar area and all areas. I'm philosophic- 
ally in agreement with your suggestion 
to offer both methods." 


HE SAID HE WANTED statistics on 


how many parents want oral and total 
methods offered. There are 55 deaf and 
64 hard-of-hearing children in the NSSEO 
area.

Donald Rumsfeld at. the White House 


New Don Rumsfeld 


Our former congressman now returns 


to join his old friend, Gerald Ford

Donald Rumsfeld, for seven years the Congressman who 


represented the Northwest suburbs in Washington, has now 
rejoined his old friend and congressional compatriot, Gerald 
R. Ford. 


By Friday morning, the day Ford was inaugurated as 38th 


President of the United States, Rumsfeld was on an airplane 
from his headquarters in Brussels, Belgium where he is Am- 
bassador to NATO, to the White House. By Saturday, Rums- 
feld was named as tho head of President Ford's four-man 
transition council winch will oversee the change to the new 
administration 


The naming of Rumsfeld to the high post signaled imme- 


diate speculation that the former congressman will hold an 
influential post in the Ford administration. 


TO THOSE WHO know him here in what used to be his 


home district, Rumsfeld's ascension seems logical for a man 
who swept the suburbs in his bid for Congress and then 
moved on to the White House as part of perhaps a dozen 
former Illinois office holders and administrators who will re- 
tain close tics in the Capital. 


But at this moment, certainly the most important tie that 


binds Rumsfeld to the White House is his long and friendly 
association with President Ford. 


The Rumsfeld-Ford ties extend far back to the political 


histories of both men. Rumsfeld was credited in 1965 with 
cnginceiing the ouster of Rep. Charles A. Halleck, R-Ind., as 
House minority leader. With Uie help of some colleagues, 
Rumsfeld assured Ford the coveted spot. 


"There was powerful opposition to my efforts from many 


quarters," Rumsfeld said at the time, "but I won't sit on my 
hands. We needed a change." 


FORD, THEN SOIDLY entrenched eight - term member of 


Congress, appeared at a fund-raising dinner in Evanston on 
behalf of Rumsfeld In ISM and the two conferred frequently 
in Washington. 


The favor was returned in 19G9 when Ford named Rumsfeld 


to the House Republican Policy Committee, a position Rums- 
feld had publicly sought. The committee has the responsi 
bility for advising all Republican members on legislation be 
foie the House. 


The bonds between the two men indicate that Rumsfeld 


may be back with a cabinet position. Tom Houser, Influentta 
Illinois Republican and former Wheeling Twp. - GOP Com 
mltteemon, asked about Rumsfeld's chances for such a posi 
lion, said, "They're excellent." He added that Ford is no 
expected to make any dramatic changes for awhile, but when 
he does, "Rumsfeld is at or near the top of the list." 


"He went out on a limb (in 1965) for Ford when Ford was 


selected minority leader, and Rumsfeld offended many con 
gressmen in the House. I know Ford was grateful. They have 
a very fine relationship, and with his experience domestically 
and foreign, he has to be very qualified." 


ANOTHER CLOSE friend, State Sen. Bradley Glass 


R-Northfield, told the Herald he thinks Rumsfeld has an ex 
ccllcnt chance for a major appointment. Glass said Rums- 
feld's NATO experience has served to broaden him in foreigi 
relations. "I think there is a good chance he'll be considcrcc 
by Ford for some post," Glass said. 


Rumsfeld's political career was a success story from thi 


first office he sought in 1962, as congressman. He was reelcc 
ted three times before being summoned personally*by Nixon 
for various jobs. He was ono of Nixon's floor managers dur 
ing the 1963 Republican National Convention In Miami, and 
was chosen as what Nixon called a "surrogate" candidate to 
speak on his behalf before the election.

approved a two-part pilot program for falling students and 
outstanding students at Conant High School for the 1074-75 
school year. 


For students with serious academic or disciplinary prob- 


lems, an administrator may recommend placement In a 
"self-containment room" staffed by one full-time teacher. A 
student could bo as»lgncd to the room for one or all classes 
and could receive one-to-one attention from the specially 
qualified teacher. 


An administrator will identify students having problems 


with school, become familiar with the sources of their prob- 
lems and formulate a "prescription" for Ihc student. The 
prescription may Include placement in the self-containment 
room. 


Administrators also will identify outstanding students to 


participate In the second part of the program: the Indepen- 
dent Learners Program. Independent learners will not have 
required classroom attendance. They will contract with their 
teacher advisers on Individual learning goals. 


The pilot program proposal was submitted to the alterna- 


tive education committee by the administrative team at Co- 
nant.

Imagine, a group of anxious parents 


standing at the finish lino of a 50-yard 
dash, eagerly coaxing their pint-sized 
toddlers to finish a race In which they 
would just as soon stop halfway and 
watch the crowd.

Building Director Bucll B. Dutton 


said virtually all owners have volun- 
tarily cooperated with the building 
department to either repair faulty 
structures or tear them down. 


The only building still considered a 


potential hazard, Dutton said, Is an 
abandoned house at 501 N. Elmhurst 
Ave. "It's an attract!^ nuisance to 
children." he said. "With un aban- 
doned home, there's always that 
threat." 


Tho building department's efforts 


la locate the owner of (he building 
have been futile, Dutlon said. The 
house formerly was owned by a 
couple uho died, and it is considered 
part of their estate. 


The house's windows have been 


boarded up and the grass Is kept 
trimmed, but "it needs a little paint 
and a few other things," Dutton said. 


TW» OTMKlt buildings, at looo 


and loot N. Elmhurst Rd., ore In 
varying states of disrepair, said the 
building director, but they aren't 
considered In violation of the village 
building code. Both structures arc 
owned by George Savoy of Franklin 
Park and arc being rented to the oc- 
cupants.

School board 'confident' Erviti settlement near

Members of the Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 Board of Education are remain- 
ing silent, but arc still "confident" of set- 
tling a district dispute centering around 
Supt. James Erviti. 


The board has been meeting in closed 


sessions since June, trying to figure out 
a way to settle the controversy which 
flared into public view last March when 
district principals sent the controversial 
superintendent a letter citing five main 
grievances over personal and educational 
Issues. 


The board set Aug. 15 as a deadline for 


resolving the problem. Now, with the 
deadline only days away, the board has 
increased the frequency of its closed ses- 
sions to discuss "District 59 personnel." 


STICKING TO AN earlier agreement, 


board members are refusing to say what 
has transpired at the closed sessions or if 
they have reached a solution for settling 


the dispute. 


Board members during the past week, 


however, have displayed an increasing 
amount of confidence when asked by The 
Herald about the status of the principals- 
Erviti controversy, hinting that "resolu- 
tion Is near at hand." 


It's not known what course of action 


the board has decided to take in the dis- 
pute of three major paths open. The 
board can give Erviti a vote of con- 
fidence and decide to back him fully, 
negotiate harmony between the princi- 
pals and Erviti or — find a way to termi- 
nate Erviti's four-year association with 
the school district. 


The latter, although the solution called 


for by Erviti's critics, would Involve 
"negotiating" the remaining two years of 
Erviti's three-year contract which runs 
through July of 1976. 


THE NEED FOR negotiation is due to 


the fact that board members do not want 
to "pay off" the remaining years of the

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Racing board to decide Tuesday 
Arlington Park seeks 
train station bets

A legal difference of opinion Is looming 


over a request by Arlington Park Race 
Track to open a belling window In the 
Arlington Park train station. 


James Hutchltu, secretary of the Illi- 


nois Racing Board which would have lo 
approve the extension of parlmutucl bet- 
ting to the depot, said Friday that the 
board'* attorney was of the opinion that 
Mate law precludes wagering outside of 
the race track. 


But Arlington Park's president, Jack 


Loomc, said the train depot should be 
considered part of the race track proper- 
ty and thereby is legally eligible for tho 
betting window. 


Tho racing board has scheduled a 


hearing on the unusual request for Tues- 
day morning. 


"ViK THINK IT'S legal. Dlit that's the 


$64,000 question: What arc the premises 
of the race track? We're going to con- 
tend that It's all our property," said 
Loomc. 


"The preliminary opinion of our attor- 


ney Is that it's prohibited by statute," 
sold Hutching, then adding that "the rac- 
ing acts arc not the clearest laws ever 
written and arc subject to different Inter- 
pretations." 


Hutchlns said the law appears to re- 


quire that all wagering be confined to the 
race track premises, and that even 
though tho Arlington Park train station 
may be contiguous to tho track, it Is not 
part of tho premises. 


Illinois Racing Board chairman Antho- 


ny Scariano said Friday that ho probably 
would not object to putting betting ma- 
chines In (ho train station, If It Is legally 
possible to do so.

"I'm wondering about the legality and 


whether It wouldn't amount to off-track 
betting," said Scariano. "Of course it 
would bo on a railroad track, but the 
question Is whether that's part of the 
raco track." 


"If It Is legal, I, as one member of the 


racing board, wouldn't have any problem 
with It," ho said. 


LOO.ME SAID HE has written Arling- 


ton Heights Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson 
requesting use of a room at the train sta- 
tion for the proposed betting window, but 
so far has not received any reply. 


As part of a three-way agreement be- 


tween Madison Square Garden Corp., 
owner of Arlington Park Raco Track, the 
Village of Arlington Heights and the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry., land for the 
Arlington Park train station was deeded 
to the village. 


The village built the now station at a 


cost of more than $100,000, and then 
leased all but one room to the railroad. 


Hanson was not available for comment 


on what the village's position might be 
on betting at the train station. Presum- 


ably, Loome's request to use the room 
will be taken up by the village board, If 
the racing board authorizes the request. 


Loomc said he had "no Idea" whether 


a ticket window at the depot would be 
popular with the more than 1,000 commu- 
ters who use the Arlington Park station 
every working day. "But I intend to find 
out," he said. 


IF APPROVED, the station would 


house both a parimutucl ticket seller «nd 
cashier. A commuter could buy Ills ticket 
in the morning, using the morning line of 
entries for the day's races, and cash a 
winning ticket on his way home that eve- 
ning. 


Loomc said he did not know of any oth- 


er race track in the country that had a 
railroad betting window. "But then I 
don't know any other place where there's 
a similar set of circumstances," he sold. 


Provisions for $2, S3, or $10 bets would 


depend on customer demand, according 
to Loome. "I hope I would have to have 
a $10 window," he said. 


Tom Judge, a spokesman for tho Chi- 


cago and North Western Ry., said that, 
as of yet, the railroad had taken no posi- 
tion on the race track's request. 


"We have encouraged bonks to operate 


in our stations on, the theory that they 
cut down on vandalism. I suppose if 
there were a parimutucl window there'd 
be more police supervision which also 
could discourage vandalism," Judge 
-eald. 


The Arlington Park train station 


opened Sept. 1,1973, and use of the depot 
has increased steadily over the past II 
months. Many of tho commuters who use 
the station come from Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows, Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates, In addition to Arlington Heights.

They used lo call us 
the 130 millionaires just because we hml 
a big house, but. they said, no money In 
our pockets," hf added 


TODAY. SCARMiALK Is both part and 


apart from the rest of Arlington Heights 


Tho two-story homes that line streets 


with names like Ma) fair Road and Bris- 
tol Lane arc heavily landscaped with 
lawns that slope uninterrupted to the 
street 


"When >ou walk, or drive Into Scars- 


dale the Idea of a neighborhood is really 
strong." Colvln says. 


Originally, Scarsdale property deeds 


carried a restriction that no sidewalks 
could be built In the subdivision. And 
while those covenants have lapsed, ac- 
cording to Colvln, there Li Mill a strong 
feeling among most Scarsdalc residents 
that sidewalks arc Inappropriate in their 
subdivision. 


Traffic records Indicate that Scarsdalc 


streets may actually be safer for chil- 
dren because of the lack of sidewalks, 
according to Colvln. "Kids arc going lo 
walk, ride their bikes and play In the 
street anyway, and when a motorist driv- 
es in and sew there arc no sidewalks, 
he's going lo be more careful." he says.

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Stonegate subdivision was carved out 


of a nursery, and In the eyes of its resi- 
dents, it still Is the garden spot of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Builder H. Roy Berry laid out the sub- 


division's boundaries In 1928 and planned 
a development he hoped would resemble 
an English village. His vision was chris- 
tened Stonegate, and by the end of 1929 a 
total of 26 homes had been constructed in 
the subdivision. 


Today Stonegate is totally developed, 


except for a few unbuilt lots which arc 
solidly In the hands of custom builders. 
But winding streets, mature trees and 
the wide grassy median on Windsor 
Drive still give Stonegate a feeling of 
openness. 


"I think there arc three ingredients 


that make Sloncgate attractive," says 
Kurt Carlisle, president of the Stonegate 
Civic Assn 


"It's convenient to shopping, to the 


railroad and all the amenities of Arling- 
ton Heights. It's attractively layed out 
with curved streets and established 
plantings. And the neighborhood itself is 
established; there's no real room for 
growth." 


STONEGATE HAS a reputation as 


being one of Arlington Heights' prestige 
subdivisions, a label that Carlisle says 
kind of bothers him. 


"Prestige is a difficult word to define. 


Many, many subdivisions In Arlington 
Heights have prestige," he says. 


"I think because Stonegate, Sherwood 


and Scarsdale arc a little older it gives 
them more familiarity than some other 
areas." 


"It bothers me though because I think 


some people outside the Three S's 
(Stonegate, Scarsdalc and Sherwood) 
may have some resentment because they 
think we believe we're part of a more 
prestigious area. But I honestly don't 
think most of our residents think that 
way," says Carlisle. 


Even by Arlington Heights' standards, 


Elongate homes aro expensive. A modest 
house In the subdivision will bo priced 
around $50,000, and tho most expensive 
residences range upward of $90,000, with 
$70,000 being an average price.

Donald Rumsfeld at the White House 


New Don Rumsfeld 


Our former congressman now returns 


to join his old friend, Gerald Ford

Donald Rumsfeld, for seven years the Congressman who 


represented the Northwest suburbs in Washington, has now 
rejoined his old friend and congressional compatriot, Gerald 
R. Ford. 


By Friday morning, the day ford was inaugurated as 38th 


President of the United States, Rumsfeld was on an airplane 
from his headquarters In Brussels, Belgium where he is Am- 
bnssador to NATO, to the White House. By Saturday, Rums- 
feld was named as the head of President Ford's four-man 
transition council which will oversee the change to the new 
administration. 


The naming of Rumsfeld to the high post signaled imme- 


diate speculation that the former congressman will hold an 
influential post in the Ford administration. 


TO THOSE WHO know him here in what used to be his 


home district, Rumsfeld's ascension seems logical for a man 
who swept the suburbs in his bid for Congress and then 
moved on to the White House as part of perhaps a dozen 
former Illinois office holders and administrators who will re- 
tain close tics in the Capital. 


But at this moment, certainly the most important tic that 


binds Rumsfeld to the White House Is his long and friendly 
association with President Ford. 


The Rumsfeld-Ford ties extend far back to the political 


histories of both men. Rumsfeld was credited in 1965 with 
engineering the ouster of Rep. Charles A. Halleck, R-Ind., as 
House minority leader. With the help of some colleagues, 
Rumsfeld assured Ford the coveted spot. 


"There was powerful opposition to my efforts from many 


quarters," Rumsfeld said at the time, "but I won't sit on my 
hands. We needed a change." 


FOKD, THEN S01DLY entrenched eight - term member of 


Congress, appeared at a fund-raising dinner in Evanston on 
behalf of Rumsfeld in 1964 and the two conferred frequently 
in Washington. 


The favor was returned in I960 when Ford named Rumsfeld 


to the House Republican Policy Committee, a position Rums- 
feld had publicly sought. The committee has the responsi. 
bility for advising all Republican members on legislation be- 
fore the House. 
- 


The bonds between the two men indicate that Rumsfeld 


may be back with a cabinet position. Tom Houser, influential 
Illinois Republican and former Wheeling Twp. - GOP Com- 
tnitteeman, asked about Rumsfeld's chances for such a posi- 
tion, said, "They're excellent." He added that Ford is not 
oNpected to make any dramatic changes for awhile, but when 
he docs, "Rumsfeld is at or near the top of the list." 


"He went out on a limb (in 1965) for Ford when Ford was 


selected minority leader, and Rumsfeld offended many con- 
gressmen in the House. I know Ford was grateful. They have 
a very fine relationship, and with his experience domestically 
and foreign, he has to be very qualified." 


ANOTHER CLOSE friend, State Sen. Bradley Glass, 


R-Northficld, told the Herald he thinks Rumsfeld has an ex- 
cellent chance for a major appointment. Glass said Rums- 
feld's NATO experience has served to broaden him in foreign 
relations. "I think there is a good chance he'll be considered 
by Ford for some post," Glass said. 


Rumsfeld's political career was a success story from the 


first office he sought in 1962, as congressman. He was rcelec- 
ted three times before being summoned persQ'naltaby Nixon 
for various jobs. He was one of Nixon's floor'ititfrta'gers dur- 
ing the 1968 Republican National Convcntiort 'In.Xllami, and 
was chosen as what Nixon called a "surrogate'' candidate to 
speak on his behalf before the election. 
' • 


In May, 1969, he was sworn in as head of the Office of 


Economic Opportunity and assumed the rank of a cabinet 
member, appearing in several personal appearances with 
Nixon, including one speech at Prospect High School In Octo- 
ber, 1970. 


AS CHIEF OF OEO, Rumsfeld's name appeared almost 


dally in the newspapers He announced that his job would be

jobs returned them to Chicago. But there 
arc few houses for sale for very long In 
Scarsdale. 


Generally, the lowest priced Scarsdale 


homes arc along Davis Street. The most 
modest of these three-bedroom houses to- 
day will cost about $42,000. In the Interi- 
or of the subdivision, prices run between 
$70,000 to $95,000. 


South of Scarsdale, the sprawling 


ranch houses on half-acre lots that make 
up the Scarsdale Estates, fetch prices in 
the $150,000 bracket. The two subdivi- 
sions have separate identities, interests 
and social activities. 


"We're just their poor, country coun- 


sins," Colvln quips. 


Besides sidewalks, Scarsdale residents 


have been given another contemporary 
improvement to worry about — new 
street lights. 


The village has plans to replace the 


vintage Scarsdale lighting system with 
conventional sodium-vapor lamps atop 
tall aluminum poles. 


"A LOT OFPEOPLE arc unahppy 


about those plans and would like to keep 
the little lights we have now," says Col- 
vln. In fact, enough people arc concerned 
that the Scarsdale Property Owners 
Assn., which has been dormant for sev- 
eral years, is being reactivated over the 
street light Issue. 


"I don't think we're going to have the 


10-round, threc-or four-year fight that 
they had (over street lights) in Stone- 
gate. But I think the residents are going 
to sec if we can't get the best of what's 
available," he says. 


Colvln, a past president of the Scars- 


dale association, said the matter has 
been taken up by the homeowners group 
"because the town is getting too big for 
just an individual to speak up and be 
heard." 


Other community concerns include 


traffic through Scarsdale, and the contin- 
ued spraying, pruning and feeding of the 
subdivision's many elm trees to protect 
them against the defoliating scourge of 
Dutch Elm disease.
